During  our  senior  year  Elaine  Bowman, 
Swanny  Ricks,  Bonnie  Kirby,  Opal  Trinks, 
Lucille  Huffman,  Violet  Cuthbertson,  Helen 
Smarr,  John  McCarthy,  Ted  Mace,  and  Wayne 
Jarrett  were  elected  to  the  Honor  Society. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Coach  Hugh  Beam 
and  his  assistant  Dan  Hitchcock,  our  football 
team,  made  up  largely  of  our  senior  boys,  won 
the  All-Conference  Championship  title. 

Our  class  has  added  many  stars  to  its  service 
flag  during  the  year.  These  stars  represent:  Fred 
Harris,  Doyle  Ayers,  Dumont  Chapman,  Mar- 
vin Lovin,  Joe  Gaddy,  Harold  Hendley,  Walter 
Maske,  and  Frank  Fortune,  who  have  joined  the 
armed  forces  of  our  country. 

Soon  we  will  join  the  ranks  of  those  in  serv- 
ice as  we  bid  farewell  to  dear  old  Marion  High 
at  our  commencement  exercises.  Not  all  of  us 
will  have  places  in  the  armed  forces,  but  we 
shall  find  ourselves  men  and  women  ready  to 
plot  a  course  in  life  which  shall  make  America 
truly  the  land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of 
the  brave.

Early  in  the  fall  of  1942,  a  bright  future  for  the  Marion  High 
Rippers"  was  forecast  when  Mr.  Hugh  Beam,  our  school  super-

the  second  quarter,  but  Newton  came  back  in  the  last 
tied  the  score  6-6. 
One  of  the  toughest  games  of  the  season  was  with  Hickory. 
Hickory  scored  in  the  first  two  minutes  of  the  game.  In  the  second 
quarter  one  of  the  opponent's  kicks  was  blocked  and  covered  in  the 
end  zone,  giving  Marion  a  safety — two  welcome  points.  On  the  next 
play  Fred  Harris  carried  the  ball  fifty-two  yards  for  a  touchdown. 
When  the  final  whistle  blew  the  "Rippers  "  led  15-1.^. 

Success  followed  success.  Next  came  the  "game  of  all  games" 
with  the  Morganton  '  Wild  Cats."  Not  since  1929  had  we  been  the 
victors.  The  game  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  exciting  and  difficult  games  of  the  season. 
The  first  half  was  hard  fought  with  neither  team  scoring.  Morganton  forged  ahead  in  the 
third  quarter  with  a  beautiful  pass  that  chalked  them  up  six  points,  but  Marion  refused 
to  give  up.  In  the  last  quarter  Fred  Harris  stood  on  the  forty-yard  line  and  hurled  a  pass 
to  James  Byrd  who  gathered  it  in  beyond  the  last  white  stripes.  6-6!  Intense  silence  fell  as 
the  crowd  waited  for  the  next  play.  Yes,  it  was  good!  The  game  ended  with  Marion 
eading,  7-6. 

Perhaps  we  bragged  too  soon.  All  good  things  must  come  to  an  end.  On  October  2^, 
Marion  invaded  Lenoir  only  to  be  counterattacked  and  driven  out  with  a  score  of  25-6, 
the  only  defeat  of  the  season. 

Bouncing  back  from  their  defeat  the  previous  week,  the  "Rippers"  toppled  the  un- 
defeated Lincolnton  eleven  in  a  13-12  victory.  Fred  Harris  in  the  first  two  plays  of  the 
game  sliced  off  tackle  and  ran  82  yards  for  a  touchdown.  Lincolnton  came  back  in  the 
last  half  fighting  like  a  dying  animal,  but  Marion  had  them  behind  the  eight  ball. 

On  November  6,  the  "Rippers  "  using  all  the  strength  they  possessed,  out-classed  the 
stubborn  Canton  team.  Fred  Harris  ran  sixty  yards  for  a  touchdown.  Marion  won  44-0. 
The  fast-moving  "Rippers"  were  headed  straight  toward  the  Conference  Championship, 
On  November  26,  in  Forest  City  the  "Rippers"  had  to  live  up  to  their  name  by  slashing 
and  ripping  their  way  into  the  Forest  City  line.  We  had  all  to  gain  or  all  to  lose.  Forest 
City  proved  to  be  more  than  we  had  bargained  for.  The  last  and  moit  exciting  score  of  the 
game  came  when  Jim  Bryson  lateraled  to  Fred  Harris  who  sprinted  over.  The  game  ended 
27-6,  Marion's  favor. 

Three  boys  on  the  team  have  an  unusual  and  praiseworthy  record — "Von  Ray  Harris, 
J.  B.  Walker,  and  Ned  Noblitt  played  every  minute  of  every  game.
